POLITICIANS AND PROFESSORS 
It seems that the politicians at Washington do 
not take kindly to the predominance of college 
professors in the president’s inner circle of ad ­ 
visers. 
Politicians and professors do make an odd 
comb ination, when you stop to think ab out it. 
The arena of practical politics has little in com­ 
mon with t^e seclusion of the campus. 
Never 
b efore has a president had the temerity to try to 
make the representatives of these diverse lields 
pull in doub le harness. 
Yet in the differences tha t are now appearing, 
it a fairly safe b et that the sympathy of the gen­ 
eral pub lic will incline toward the professors and 
not toward the politicians. 
The college profeasor, to b e sure, is b y tradi­ 
tion an impractical and visionary fellow. 
He is 
long on theory and short on practice. 
He can 
cook up endless schemes which look well on 
paper b ut don't work out in real life. 
That, at any rate, is the tradition. 
But the 
college professor, today, as never b efore, is en ­ 
titled to sit b ack and emit a coarse, “Oh yeah?” 
Consider the situation for a moment. For the 
past decade all of our affairs have b een in the 
hands of men who, if they were nothing else, 
were at least practical. 
We have had a set of 
eminently practical politicians at Washington; 
we have had highly practical b ankers and in ­ 
dustrialists running the worlds of finance and 
industry. 
And look at the mess we’re in! 
The most visionary of collegiate dream ers 
could hardly have devised a system which would 
crash more completely than this system erected 
b y our practical and hard-b oiled realists. 
Isn’t it, then, ab out time that we entrusted 
the wreckage to some new hands? Can’t we a f­ 
ford, at least, to indulge in a little theory? 
Is 
there, in the record, one good reason why the 
politicians should poke fun at the college pro­ 
fessors? 
It it irks the politicians to find the professors 
stealing the show, that is too b ad. 
But it isn’t 
likely that the pub lic will shed many tears. 


JAPAN THROWS OFF ITS MASK 
Japan 
has definitely withdrawn from 
the 
League of Nations. 
Theoretically it must sur­ 
render any and all privileges and b enefits that 
were enjoyed as a memb er b ut the facts are 
much different so far as Japan is concerned. 
Under the covenant of the League of Nations, 
Japan was given m andatory control over a group 
of islands in the Pacific off the coast of tha t 
country which were the former possessions of 
Germany. Title to these islands and other G er­ 
man possessions was delinq uished in favor of the 
league after the war. Japan has acted as m an ­ 
datory on b ehalf of the league as have other I 
countries in like cases. 
W ithdrawal from the league naturally cancels] 
Ja pa n ’s authority over these islands b ut it has 
b een evident for some time that Japan, would 
not withdraw from these islands regardless of 
its standing as a memb er or non-memb er of the 
League of Nations. 
Now Japan comes to the 
front llat-footedly and says it intends to annex 
the islands. 
The ministry of the navy announces that the 
islands form a very im portant naval b ase for 
Japan which must b e retained, although some 
time ago Japan emphatically denied the charge 
that the dredging of harb ors in the islands was 
for the purpose of preparing for military b ases. 
At that time the excuse was that dredging was 
necessary to admit rperchant ships. 
It seems that Japan willl use any pretense or 
method to gain its end, regardless of the rights 
of others or the sentim ent of the rest of the 
world. 
This has b een recently demonstrated b y 
the action in M anchuria and Jehol and now b y 
the unfair attitude concerning these islands.
